60 Per Cent of 243,549 Women 
Help Elect William H. Thompson 


ORB women than ever before in 
the history of Chicago went to 
the polls yesterday and voted. 
The total count was 243,549. The 
largest previous vote of women 
was polled last spring, when 164,026 wom- 
en cast their ballots. 

The Thompson women swamped the 
Sweitzer women, Nearly 00 per cent of 
all the women who voted were with 
Thompsoh. This is an upset over the 
primary indications, when 58,764 women 
voted the Republican ticket to 93,878 who 
voted the Democratic. Yesterday the 
total Republican woman's vote was 144,- 
574. The total of the Democratic women 
was 80,128. 
86 Per Cent Vote. 

Women were jubilant over the show- | 
ng, in point of numbers. Almost exact- 
ly 86 per cent of the registered women 
went to the polls. It is the first time that 
women have ever had a chance to vote 
for mayor, and they went out In numbers, 

Nearly 100,000 more women voted the 
Republican ticket than did d year ag@ 
and considerably more - Demoorati¢ 

women went to the polls than ever have 
previously. 

There were no women candidates to. 
take out a special vote. Tt was the first. 
time, however, that they haye. been al. 
lowed to vote for every ¢ ice that the men 
voted for.

The Thompson women leaders rejoiced 
over the showing they had made. Among 
the’ first returns were those of Oweitzer’s 


| own precinct, showing the women of the 


precinct had given a plurality to Thomp- 
son. Later the returns of Sweitzer’s ward, 

the Fourteenth, showed 3,642 women had 
voted for Thompson and 2,72 for Gweits- 
er. The vote of the men in thie ward was 
approximately the same ——- seta 
Thompson. 

Women See Better City. } 

“The women cast a discriminative vote 
for Thompson.” said Miss Margaret 
Dobyne, one of the Thompson workers. 
“The whole Republican ticket appealed 
to the better judgement of women.

MAKING OUR RECORD. 

The note of March 30 to the British government 
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improbable and in fact is not expected either at 
Washington or in the country. All that our govern- 
ment can do at this juncture is to assert clearly 
our rights as neutrals and to let belligerents know 
that our inability or unwillingness to enforce them 
= mow must not be accepted as a waiver of claims 
= under recognized international law. 

' The note addressed to Berlin embodying our com- 
plaint and demand for damages in the case of the 
Frye is brief and to the point. It impliedly recog- 
nizes the possibility of mistakes in special cases 
and shows a most friendly restraint which ought to 
be appreciated in Germany. The incident was one 

. which might well have justified a sharper tone. 

The president from the first has taken a con- 
servative course, placing our protests on the firm 
ground of legality, avoiding provocation and biuff, 
speaking with friendly gravity, without suggesting 
any measures to which he knows the nation is un- 
willing to resort. This course has considered fairly 
all American interests and duties and in the long 

run it should show substantial benefits, although im- 
mediate results are not and cannot be very striking. 

The only force back of our protests is moral, and 
in the present frame of mind of the combatants 

that force is slight, since each in the white heat of 

a mighty struggle is inclined to confuse its own in- 
terests with our duty. England wishes us energet- 

‘ ically to enforce our neutral rights where enforce- 
ment would embarrass her enemies. Germany wishes 
us to enforce them where enforcement would injure 
the allies. The sensible and patriotic restraint of our 
government inevitably is offending both sides, but 
that consequence must be borne until better days. 

There is in the meanwhile no disposition at Wash- 

_{ngton or in the country to use such drastie pres- 
sure as we might against any belligerent. It is 
not only fairer but much more to our own, advan- 
tage that we should our record and bide our 

time. The losses we s accept are as nothing to 
the ills, both moral a material, which would 
rise from eny such active measures of reprisal as 
would compel either ‘belligerent substantially to 

modify ite war measures. x

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faa PROCEDURAL REFORM AT LAST. 

It seems probable that a substantial advance in 
procedural reform is now at hand. Duting the years 
of discussion of evils in the practice, procedure and 
Hits otganization of our courts sharp divergence of opin- 

jon, a8 well as the inertia of an essentially con- 
servative profession, has beeti fesponsible for re- 
peated postponement. 

There is now, however, in the legislature @ meas 
ute, the Provine house bill No. 91, which seeins to 
have behind it the most intelligently progressive 
opinion in the state. The bill is based on measures 
previously. proposed by the Illinois State Bar asso- 
ciation, the Illinois Conference on the Reform of 
the Law of Practice and Procedure, the Chicago 
Bar association, Judge @hitam Gilbert, and Logan 
Hay's subcommittee of the judiciary committee of 
the senate at the last session. The present measure 
iit fact closely follows Senator Hays bil. 

The important factor in this bill is its recognition 
of the principle contended for by Tus Trisiiee fa 
previous discussions of law reform and admirably | 
expressed by the Illinois Law Heview in 1911, that | 
is: “ A short statute of fundamental principles, fully 
sahetionéd by the legislature, guaranteeing the gen- 
efal course af procedute; and thet a sét of détailed

GREAT WORDS. 


' {From the Des Moines Register and Leader.) 
A writer in the Atlantic Monthly observes that 


the vocabulary of the average American is being 
degraded; “Our phraseology has become carnal; 
our vital terms are téfms of physical life.” This 
is probably true. If oe feads the letters or the 
quoted convéreation 6f a century ago he will dis- 
cover a very staid and prim atmosphere, a certain 
bookishtiess that is quite absent from modern in- 
forthal latiguage. 

Part of this differenée may be due to the 
chatigé in current expressions that are classified 
as slag. For évéery agé had sometinng of this 
looseness of words in thé making, though it may 
be possitice that thé prée#ent is more addicted to

We are afraid of béing thought rhetorical. We 
shrink from thé statéliness or the floweriness of 
anh older ofa. It te feally a lack of coufage as 
mich &¢ anything sist that makes the great 
Wofda shunted ih out niddérn conversation or our 
modern Writing. It is fot intelligent restraint, 
however, for in our fevetish desire té get a 
“suiéh ” into out talk or our literature we run 
the gamut 6f thé setitimental and the extrava- 
gant.

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FRENCH PUSH ON 
NEAR VERDUN 
sineailass Fighting with 


Germans, Who Insist Foe 
Has Been Repulsed.. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, April 6.—The battle that has 
beentraging in the vicihity of Verdun con- 
tinued today. The official war report 
covers the situation in a few words, but 
it is known that sanguinary fighting con- 
tinues as a result of the French attempt 
to push ahead to the northeast, east and 
southeast. of Verdun and west of Pont-a- 
Mougson. . 
The French claim to have made ad- 
vances, while the German day report 
avers that the allies have been repulsed 
in every onslaught. 
| French War Report. ~- 
The French official war statement says: 
“The day, although it rained, was 
marked by appreciable progress on our 
part. To the east of Verdun we oceupied 
the village of Gussadinville and the ridges 
which dominate the course of the Orne. 
“Further to the south we advanced in 
the. dimection of Maizeray. In the woods 
of. Ailly and Brule we maintained our 
gains and carried new tranches. 
“Th the forest of Le Pretre additional 
progress has been made. It has been 
learned from prisoners that during tha 


| course of our recent attacke in southern 


Woevre six German battalions were de- 
stroyed in succession. 

“ To the southeast of Hartmanns-Weil- 
erkopf we carried a small peak which 
served as the headquarters of the Ger- 
man colonel commanding the brigade 
during an engagement on March 26. We 
have advanced beyond this peak and have 
taken prisoners.”’ | 

German War Report. 

BERLIN, April 6.—The following re- 
port from the military headquarters was 
given out here today: | 

“ Since yesterday the French have be- 
come particularly active between the 
Meuse and the Moselle, employing strong 
forces and a large amount of artillery. 
They attacked northeast, east and south- 


east of Verdun, and also at Allly, Apre- | 


mont, Filrey, and northwest of Pont-a- 
Mousson. | 
“ Northeast and east of Verdun their 
attacks did not all develop on account of 
our fire. Southeast of Verdun they were 
repulsed. On the eastern edge of the 
Meuse heights the enemy succeeded in 
obtaining temporarily a foothold in a 
small part of our outer trenches, but was 
driven out again during the night. 


Bitter Clash at Filirey. 

“In the neighborhood of Fiirey the 
fighting was bitter. Several] French at- 
tacks were repulsed there. West of the 
forest of Le Petre a strong French at- 
tack north of the high road between Flirey 
and Pont-a-Mourson broke down.

Uses of Marshmallows. 


FE fluffy filling and icings, for par- 


faits, for creams frozen and un- 

frozen, for stuffing dates and light- 

ening fudges. and caramels, for 

sauces and salads and garnishings, 
the marshmallow some time since came 
into great popularity. It can take the 
place of egg white in a cooked icing, and 
a fondant made after the same formula 
may be used for making chocolate cream 
centers, as well as for fillings and icings. 
For the chocolate creams it is easier to 
make than the so called whipped cream 
centers. 

Cream puffs and eclairs are both served 
with a marshmallow sauce when they are 
garnished on the top with toasted marsh- 
malliows. Cooked creams without any 
part of pastry can be served in the same 
way, especially the creams well mixed 
with fruit.
